tal within the “couple of months” preceding the shoot- 
ing of Kennedy in Dallas. 

Asked whether he thought Castro was capable of 
launching a conspiracy to kill Kennedy, Garcia said, 
“Castro is capable of doing it. Even if he had to kill his 
own brother, he would do it. He did not forgive Presi- 
dent Kennedy for promising to the 2506 Brigade (Bay of 
Pip veterans) here in Miami that he would return their 
battle flag in a free Cuba.”
